As the presiding officer at the trial 
he was repeatedly threatened with 
death by anarchist sympathizers, and 
showed wonderful physical 
courage 


during a very trying experience that 
continued many months after the an- 
archists were executed. 


Judge Gary was a native of Pots- 


dam,N.Y., He was born in 1821, admit- 
ted to the bar in 1S44, and practiced 
at Springfield, Mo.: Las Vegas, N. M., 
and San Francisco, coming finally to 
Chicago in 1S56. He was made a 
judge in 18G3, since which time he oc- 
cupied the bench continuously.
